With one 
ery for help that those Who heard 
it svy will ring in their ears all 
their lives, Mr. Vail ga ve up in de- 
spairand was lost. But those on 
shore used every effort to rescue 
him. Time aud time again, with 
duſety ropes about them, did sev- 
eral sturdy swimmer- try to reach 
the drowning man. All effort was 
in vain, and he was lost. Watch- 
ing his now iuavi vate form, those 
on the beach soon saw it lifted on 
high by u mouster wave, dashed 
over tue bar aud landed high aud 
diy on the smooth, sandy beach. 
They rusbed to Mr. Val and for 
hours tried to recall the life that 
had so untimely taken flight. But 
it was useless—Mr, Vail was cer- 
tuiuly beyond human aid. 

Mr. Vail had been a ship-owner 
and » ship’s master, and iu the lat- 
ter capacity had traveled all over 
the glure, being acquainted with

INDIAN RESERVATIONS. 


Senator Stewart Wants a Portion 
of Them Open to the Whites. 
The followiag let er has been ad- 
dressed by Senator Stewart to W. 
F. Vilas, Seeretary of the Interior: 


Hon. W. F Vilas: Si1r:—En- 
closed flud copy of a memorial of 
the. Legislature of Nevada, ad p'ed 
at its last session, in regard to the 
Walker lake Indian Reservation. 
In addition to what is stated in the 
memorial T hase tos y, that Wal- 
ker Lake, which is inlcuded within 
the reservation, is about thirty 
iniles long, surrounded oo all sides 
by mountaing aud desert land, ex- 
cept on the notth where the Wal- 
ker river cischarges into it. There 
isa considerable body of land oo 
the river bottum -north of the lake 
which can be irrigated, a portion of 
which is used by the Ludians for 
farming purposes, The Carson & 
Colorado raitroad pass through this 
reservation and follows the nortu- 
ern and eastern ei jes of the lake at 
Hawt orne, waich is situated four 
or five miles south of the south end 
of the Take, and thence to the south- 
ern part of the State. 

Tue lake is ell stocked with fish 
and furnishes a sufficient supply of 
fish food for, the Iudians aud the 
white inhabitantsin the vicinity. 
(ie white ye however, are not at- 
lowed to use the Jake for any pur- 
sony either for navigation or fish-

New Market for Texas Stock. 


Within the past few months 
thousands of sheep and cattle from 
Western Texas have found their 
way to California over the South- 
ern Pacific railroad, says the San 
Antonio Express, This is some- 
thing entirely new to West Texas 
stockmen, as heretofore their only 
market for fat cattle and sheep has 
been on the eastern seaboard, or 
St. Louis and Chicago, and they 
think they see in this innovation a 
new market opening up for them, 
by which means better prices for 
the r meat can be obtained because 
of the sharp competition to ensue 
when the Pacific slope buyer meets 
the eastern buyer on the ranges of 
Western Texas. The immediate 
cause of this departure in the 
handling of beet cattle and mutton 
sheep is said to be the great losses 
of sheep and cattle sustained in 
California during the year just 
closed on account of drouths and 
severity of weatler. California 
flocks are said to have su fered 
greatly and have been so thinned 
out by death that the home market 
is wholly inadequate to supply the 
demand made upon it by the im- 
mense influx of the non-productive 
class of people who have emigrated 
to the Golden State during the 
latest boom. 

At any rate, this is bound to re- 
sult in much good to the western 
cattle and sheep men, by giving for 
a short time at least a new and 
competing market.
